Again in Arena

WASHINGTON, April 6—(?/)— 
The so-called “anti-Petrillo” Bill 
establishing criminal penalties for 
eompelling or trying to compel ra- | 
dio broadcasters to submit to 
employment practices cleared the 
Senate Saturday and went to the 
White House. 

The revised measure worked 
out by House and Senate conferees, 
which already had won approval | 
of the House, received a favorable | 
47 to 3 vote in the Senate despite 
the protests of Sen. Glen Taylor, 
Democrat, Idaho, and others. Sens. 
Mitchell, Democrat, Washington, 
and Aiken, Republican, Vermont, 
were the only members who joined 
Tavior in voting against it. 

Taylor, a former radio and stage 
entertainer. expressed fear the 
measure would cause hardships to 
all radio performers by outlawing 
strikes. 

Sens. Austin, Republican, Ver- 
mont, and Edwin C. Johnson, Dem- 
ocrat, Colorado, declared, however, 
that strikes for a lawful purpose 
would not be forbidden. 

“The thing that is illegal under 
this bill is coercion and compul- 
sion,” Johnson said. 

It would provide penalties up 
to a ->ear'’s imprisonment and a 
$1,000 fine for compelling or at 
termpting to compel broadcasters to 
hire more employes than they ac- 
tually need, pay money for serv- 


ices not performed, pay unions for | 


using phonograph records, pay 
again for rebroadcasting a tran- 
‘script of a previous program, or 
halt programs originating in for- 
eign lands or any type of non-com- 
mercial cultural or educational 
program. 

The term “featherbed” is applied 
tm labor dealings to practices that 
involve “made” work or pay for 
work not actually done. 

The legislation originally was 
introduced by Sen. Vandenberg, 
Republican, Michigan, who took 
exception to the action of James 
C. Petrillo, head of the American 
Federation of Musicians, in forbid- 
ding the broadcast of a students 
music festival at Interlochen, Mich. 

The bill was broadened in the 
House, and the Senate accepted 
most of those changes. 


The three-times Governor of 
Georgia, who was defeated by 
Ellis Arnall in 1942, declared that 
if elected he would see that “the 
people of this State have a Demo- 
cratic white primary unfettered 
and unhampered by radical, Com- 
munist and alien influences.”

The Senate’ has included the 
farm parity increase in a mini- 
mum wage measure approved Fri- 
day. But President Truman has 
announced he will veto the legis- 
lation if the House retains the 
parity provision. 

Several House agricultural lead- 
ers, who would not talk for quo- 
tation, said the next move will be 
an attempt to tack the amendment 
on the OPA bill in the belief that 
Mr. Truman will not veto that 
measure. The President must

Ghavam, Iranian Genie, 
Floats Again to the Top 


As Premier of Iran, Ahmad Ghavam-es-Sultaneh has been in 
many tight spots, none more constricting than his recent affair 
with Russia. A veteran politician, in and out of Iranian affairs 
for many years, Ghavam’s career is reviewed here.

Born of landed gentry, jailed on 
one occasion and exiled ou an- 
other, alternately labeled Commu- 
nist and reactionary, Ghavam 
vaulted to the premiership of Iran 
during the recent crisis with the 
aid of the Russian-sponsored Tu- 
deh party—only to battle his back- 
ers on the question of bringing the 
Soviet-Iran issue before the United 
Nations Organization Security 
Council. 

Actually, the thick-set, five-foot 
six-inch Iranian statesman belongs 
to no party and owes his office 
more to personal qualities than 
to organized political support. 

His enemies call Ghavam vain, 
obstinate and reactionary. As far 
as the first point is concerned, they 
point out that, at 70, he still cov- 
ers his bald head with a dark var- 
nish. 

His reactionism may be traced 
to 1909, they contend, when he be-

He came back in 1918, when 
he was appointed governor of the 
northeastern province of Khura- 
san—a post he held until 1921, 
when the Nationalist newspaper 
editor, Sayyid Zia Ud-Din, and the 
future dictator, Riza Khan, led a 
coup d'etat. 

Their regime started with a 
purge and Ghavam was thrown 
into jail on charges of corruption 
and obstruction. 

When Riza Kahn took over and 
Sayyid Zia departed into exile, 
Ghavam not only was released 
from jail, but became Prime Min- 
ister. 

Gradually, Riza Khan usurped 
more and more power, eliminating 
all possible rivals. In 1923, 
Ghavam was banished into exile 
in Europe. He remained there un- 
til 1928, when Riza, who had firm- 
ly established hmself as Riza Shah, 
permitted him to return to Iran 
on condition he keep out of pol- 
itics. 

Ghavam retired to his home on 
the Caspian Sea and remained in 
obscurity until 1941, when Allied 
troops entered Iran and Riza Shah 
was deposed. Several small politi- 
cal groups began to form and 
Ghavam was the center of one. 
Although backed by a relatively 
small following, by skillful maneu- 
vering he had himself elected Pre- 
mier by the National Assembly in 
1942. 

He held this post throughout the 
wartime economic crisis, through 
the threat of German fifth col- 
umns and the struggle among gov- 
ernment, the military and the 
Shah. He quickly restored order 
in the anti-government riots in 
Tehran in 1942 and held on despite 
repeated orders from the Shah to 
quit the post. 

In 1942, facing charges of nepo- 
tism, Ghavam was forced to re- 
sign and he returned home again. 
There, he used his influence as a 
land owner and supported Tudeh 
candidates. 

He assumed his present post 
last February, after a series of 
cabinet crises through 1944-45.

U.S. Reserve 
Warships Put 


In Mothballs D 
PHILADELPHIA, Aprit 60m AVISON’S 


Warships in “mothballs,” just in 
case. 

The vessels will be part of the 
“well-preserved” peacetime inac- 
tive 16th fleet, berthed at five 
West Coast and 10 East Coast 
bases 

The reserve plan, including pres- 
ervation and dehumidification 
processes, is a result of delays ex- 
perienced prior to World War II | 
in recommissioning needed fight- 
ing ships, the Navy said. 

About 40 major warships—in- 
cluding the battleships California, 
Tennessee, South Dakota; the car- | 
riers Cabot, Langley; the cruisers | 
Brooklyn, Phoenix, Savannah, and 
many Gestroyers, submarines and | 
other craft—will be “mothballed” 
for immediate readiness at the 
Philadelphia Naval Base. | 

The Navy said exhaustive tests 
had proved that “this revolution- 
ary preservation process will keep 
ships’ in a seaworthy state for 
years ... (they) will be able to 
put to sea within 10 days” if need- 
ed at any time. 

Two of the first completely pre- 
served ships in the Naval base here 
are the light cruisers Brooklyn 
and Phoenix. 

Seventeen other craft partly are 
“nreserved” or waiting for the| 
weather-proofing work. 
THOROUGHLY CLEANED 

As each assigned vessel! of the 
16th Fleet enters the reserve basin 
gt the Philadelphia Naval Base, 
Sill perishable stores are removed; 
equipment checked and restored, 
and every vestige of dirt, rust and 
corrosion removed from metal sur- 
faces. 

In later steps, each compart- 
ment is made watertight. Air tests 
are made for leaks in all sealed 
hctches, doors and seams. Every- 
thing is left in its normal stowage 
except batteries, which deteriorate, 
and combustibles. 

Then all corrodible metal sur-| 
faces are treated with a thin film 
of rust preventive compound 
which prevents oxidation but has 
no effect on machinery’s readiness 
for operation. 

“Motors, pumps and engines can 
be operated instantly without re- 
moving the film, unlike formerly- 
usea preservatives which were 
cumbersome and time-consuming 
to remove,” a Navy statement 
said. Finally, all openings in the 
doors, vents and valves are sealed 
tight and machinery which will 
cehumidify the sections is put into 
operation. 

All removable equipment, such 
as 20-mm, and 40-mm. gun barrels, 
navigation instruments and rubber 
hose, are stored below in a dehu- 
midified space. 

TREATED FOR RUST 

Topside equipment which is not 
removable, such as funs, davits 
and directors. is treated with rst 
preventive and then covered with 
@n airtight casing. 

“This casing may either be a 
metal cover which will be sealed 
to the deck, or it may be woven 
by means of a spray gun, which 
after five applications creates a 
moisture-proof package,” said the 
Navy. “Finally aluminum paint is 
applied to eliminate ‘breathing’ 
Caused by temperature change.” 

In order to protect the under- 
Water outer skin of the ships, a 
poisonous hot plastic paint is ap- 
plied to the hulls. This paint kills 
barnacies or any other life that 
attempts to cling to the surfaces. 

The Navy said “the new plastic 
paint will quadruple the time out 
of drydock for active fleet ships, 
and will protect the hulls of in- 
active ships for about five years 
in salt water and more than 15 
years in fresh water.” 

Against humidity, one of the 
big factors in deterioration, two 
processes are used—the = static 
which involves the use of a desi- 
cant. or drying agent, and the de- 
humidification machine. 

“In effect.” the Navy explained, 
“the machines cause the vessel to 
breath, inhaling dry air into com. 
partments and expelling moist air.” 

When the “package” process is 
completed, skeleton crews are as- 
figned to the ships for mainte- 
mance and inspection work. 

The Navy estimates that once

Before the 
birth of each she has received pre- 
natal instruction and each of the 
infants has been taken regularly 
to the well-baby clinic, receiving 
checkups and instruction on diet 
and the like. The health program 
follows them through school where 
they continue to receive immuniza- 
tion, periodic examinations and 
dental care. 

KEEPS PEOPLE WELL 


The work of the public health 
nurse is to help well people to 
keep well through educational 


who cannot afford medical care re- 
ceive free service. Tuberculosis 
and venereal diseases are of prin- 
cipal concern to public health and 
the nurses assist physicians at reg- 
ularly scheduled clinics through- 
out the county. 

But the work of the public 
health nurse is not strictly with 
the needy. Any time a private 
physician reports a case like scar- 
let fever or any other that re- 
quires quarantine, the _ public 
health nurse will call at once to 
lelp the family protect itself and 
its neighbors.

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Chastised Keitel Admits 
‘Cruel and Brutal’ Orders 


By ANN STRINGER 
NUERNBERG, April 6—(UP)—Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel Sat- 
urday wilted under drumfire cross-examination by the Russian and 
British prosecutors and admitted that he had issued “cruel and brutal” 
orders for the slaying of countless humans, including unnumbered 


Russian women and children, German 
American airmen and Commandos. 


Keitel’s Prussian arrogance van- 
ished under the relentless ques- 
tioning of Gen. Roman Rudenko, 
the Soviet prosecutor, and Sir Da- 
vid Maxwell Fyfe, the British 
prosecutor. 

The attack on Keitel, who had 
claimed he issued orders only as 
a kind of rubber-stamp for Hitler, 
was led off by Rudenko who ques- 
tioned Keitel on the conduct of the 
German Army in Russia. 

Rudenko noted Keitel’s orders 
concerning Soviet partisans and 
said: “Do you remember an order 
authorizing the most cruel meas- 
ures because human life cost ab- 
solutely nothing in the eastern ter- 
ritories?”’ | 

“Yes,” Keitel replied. 

“You signed this order?” asked 
Rudenko, 

a” 

“You considered it correct and 
apt?” 

“Yes. It was a well-known fact 
that lives were not respected in 
the Eastern and Soviet territories.” 
SANCTIONED ORDERS 

Rudenko quoted from a Keitel 
order: “Troops have the right and 
are obligated to take any meas- 
ures without restriction against 
‘women and children.” 

“That is correct,” said Keitel. 

“You consider this order right?” 

“Yes. But of course no German 
soldier and no German officer ever 
thought of killing women and chil- 
dren.”’ 

“There were such cases—a mil- 
lion of them.” 

“I do not believe that.” 

Rudenko referred to a report 
from late Adm. Wilhelm Canaris, 
Chief of German Intelligence, 
which protested mass killings of 
Soviet prisoners of var and asked 
Keitel if he agreed with the re. 
port. 

“I shared his views,” said Keitel.

To Explore 


Stratosphere

ST. LOUIS—(NANA)—The Navy 
is making plans to explore with a 
new type of rocket and specially 
devised instruments the unknown 
region of the atmosphere about 65 
miles above the earth's surface. 

Knowledge of this region now 


has become important because of) 


the ballistics of rockets which will 
move through it, Lt. Cmdr. Dan- 
ie] 
logical Department explained. 
The primary effort will be to de- 
termine the total amount of solar 
radiation of all wave lengths which 
Strike the outer surface of the 
earth's atmosphere. Much of this 


is absorbed by the layers of atmos- | 


phere through which it passes to 
reach the earth itself. 


This study will include collect- | 


ing samples of the extremely thin 
air for chemical analysis. 


The other important subject to 
be investigated is stratosphere cir- 
culation which might directly af.- 
fect the flight of rockets. 


At such heights, Cmdr. Rex ex- 
plained. such terms as tempera- 
‘ure, pressure and humidity have 
little meaning, since the latter two 
crop close to zero. The tempera- 
ture would include only the heat 


of the rocket itself, illuminated by | 


the sun and not by the space 
through which the rocket moves. 

The rocket, now being designed, 
will be somewhat smaller than the 
German V-2 and will cost $20,000. 
It will have a maximum speed of 
about 4,000 feet a second and carry 


a load of about 125 pounds, con- | 
sisting entirely of instruments, to | 


en altitude of 325,000 feet. 

It is proposed to start 
these rockets shortly after the 
Army conducts similar tests with 
captured V2s at White Sands, 
N. M., sometime next fall.

A SCIENTIFIC PLAN 

It is important to keep in mind 
the solution to the problem of Pal- 
estine is not theoretical or politi- 
cal, It is a well thought-out, scien- 
tifically-planned program. There 
aré some 3,000,000 acres in that 
vast. region where once ancient 
cities and civilizations flourished. 
Not all of them would come under 
cultivation. The work of research 
‘still goes on. But enough is known 
already to make practical the use 
of vast areas of that land. It is 
not a desert climate. The desert 
needs only water to blossom as 
have other areas in Palestine for- 
merly classified “‘desert.” 

Dr. Walter Clay Lowdermilk, of 
America, made a long study of 
Palestine. His findings are pub- 
lished and have been a best-seller 
to those interested in the problem. 
One of America’s’ best-known 
agronomists, his study was factual, 
nonpartisan. 

Many other experts, interested 
scientifically, have sustained this 
view of soil experts and of politi. 
cal experts. 

Palestine is, of course, small. Its 
10,429 square miles would go 
about five times into my home 
state of Georgia. It is about the 
size of Vermont.

The two businessmen immedi- 
ately identified property which 
had been taken from their stores 
by break-ins.

The whiskey store operator re. 
covered 46 of the 76 cases of whis- 
key which were said to have been 
taken in one of the youths’ raids. 

One of the boys, Ronald Myers, 
who was described by police as be- 
ing the fence for the young men, 
allegediy stored the loot in a barn 
back of his home and said that he 
had sold a valuable diamond clus- 
ter to a jewelry store in Savannah 
for $45. The diamonds are said to

snyder Says 
Output Spurt 
Due To Start 


ST. LOUIS, April 6 — (UP) — 
Reconversion Director John W. 
Snyder said Saturday night the 
nation is “on the threshold of a 
tremendous spurt in output of all 
the things we can't get now.” 

Snyder returned to his home 
town of St. Louis to address a 
Jackson Day dinner. He said 
shortages of consumer durable 
goods such as refrigerators, 
Vacuum cleaners and automobiles 
will continue for.a_ while, 
added: 

“If we have no more long, 
drawn-out strikes, production will 
start flowing in great quantities 
_in the next three to six months.” 

Snyder said he himself was 
fometimes puzzled to know why 
shortages remained when produc- 
tion of civilian goods was at the 
highest level in the nation’s his- 
tory, in war or in peace. 

“Why is it that we men have so 
much trouble finding shirts and 
shorts, that veterans can’t always 
find suits, and that their wives 
and sisters spend so much effort 
pursuing the elusive nylon? Why 
are most of us still driving ancient 
cars’? Where are the goods going?” 

The answer, Snyder said, is 
threefold: 

1. Business, which had a lot of 
getting ready to do as a result of 
the change-over from war to 
‘peace, is constructing facilities 
and buying equipment at a higher 
rate than at any time since the 
tooling-up period in 1941. | 

2. “Goods are going into dis- 
tribution pipelines. The shelves 
and bins of the stores were almost 
empty. Goods are flowing into in- 
ventories at a rate of several bil- 
lion dollars a year. 
wholesalers and retailers... 
‘now stocking up... all this takes 
time.” 

3. “Consumers are getting a lot 
more goods than most of us 
realize.” Department store sales 
gre more than double those of 
1939. and “we're buying and con- 
suming more food than ever be- 
fore.”

The party leadership had failed 
to reckon with the Stassen 
party organization which sprang 
up in every hamlet of the state, 
gradually increasing its power, It 
was with this device that Stassen 
brought together vast numbers of 
young people, many freshly indoc- 
trinated with political fever. He 
then set out to encourage right- 
wing members of the badly split 
Farmer-Labor party to join 
fold. 

These right-wingers were origl- 
nally in the Republican party. 
They had developed an attach- 
ment, however, to the 
Labor label which they 
create. and disliked the thought of 
marching back to the GOP. To 
many of these “commonsense lib- 
efals.” it would have been like 
throwing cold water on their lib- 
eral beliefs to jump back into Re. 
publican conservatism as preached 
by the party’s ruling leaders at the 
time. 

The Stassen all-party organiza- 
tion was an easy first step. 

It became an organ for malcon-

IS THERE MORE GAME THAN FISH? 

Sometimes around the hot stoves considerahlee argument takes 
place as to the status of game and fish—which is the more plentiful. 
“That's a toughie to answer” declared Charley Gillham, chief, Sports- 
men’s Information Department, of Western-Winchester. “One thing 
about game, you can see it, but it is difficult to peer beneath the 
surface of the waters and survey the fish situation.” 


On good hunting days when the 
dogs are working well, or there is 
@ migration of ducks on, game may 
appear to be plentiful. When fish 
are biting, the lakes and streams 
seem to be well populated. How 
about the poor shooting and fish- 
ing days” 

With no birds in the sky, or in 
the coverts, disgusted nimrods 
are quick to declare that there is 
no game. Not so with the fisher- 
man. He knows he has caught fish 


in this lake or stream before, so) 


be goes on the assumption that 
they are just not biting, and that 
there is plenty of them to be 
caught another day. 

In reality, excluding the fish of 
the sea, many biologists believe 
that the supply of fish is far be- 
hind that of game. Pollution, drain- 
age. erosion and the like have 
made serious inroads on finny 
game. The fact remains, fish can 
be more readily brought back by 
restocking, and by lake and stream 
improvement, than can the various 
species of game birds and mam- 
mals, by restocking and land im- 
provement. 

“Any way you look at it,” said 
Gillham, “there is a whale of a 
job to be done in both game and 
fish restoration. Let us hope ac- 
tivity alon ethese lines does not 
come too late.” 

“Increased interest in field 
trials marks a step in the right 
direction in better game restora- 
tion practices” according to Char- 
levy Gillham. “Deciding the cham- 
pions of the dog world in hunting 
and retrieving is only secondary. 
The main value is the develop- 
ment of good dogs. This lends to 

tter conservation. 


“Good blood lines are important | 


in perfecting dogs to retrieve fal- 
len game. Field trials deyelop and 
encourage breeds that are the 
companions of sportsmen in the 
coverts and on the marshes. In- 
creased hunting pressure demands 
that fallen birds be retrieved. All 


losses must be curtailed if our sup-— 
ply of game is to withstand the 


demands made upon it. 

“Recently Eltinge F. Warner, 
publisher of Field and Stream mag- 
azine. announced the award of a 
new trophy for the dog winning 
the stake. run annually at the 
Ames Plantation at Grand Junc- 
tion, Tenn. This Perpetual Chal- 
lenge Gold Plate has been created 
in memorial to Hobart Ames, long 
leading spirit in the National Field 
Trials Club’s Championship stake. 
In 1874 the United States’ first 
field trial was organized on the 
Old Greenlaw Plantation, just east 
of Memphis. The scene of the 
championship stake was shifted in 
1900 to Mrs. Ames’ plantation and 
for over 40 years this test of all 
field trialdom has been held there.”

Arms and Ammunition

Questions have been piling up 


the following seem to be of enough general interest to warrant answer- 
ing in this column rather than by simply answering by letter. 


Question: I should like your 
opinion on the M-1 carbine as a 
deer rifle. I used one of these in 
the Army and would like to take 
advantage of its light weight and 
fast firing feature on game.— 
J. D..S. 

Answer: The  .30-caliber M-1l 
carbine uses a 110-grain bullet at 
a muzzle velocity of around 1,950 
to 2,000 feet per second. The bal- 
listics of this cartridge are not 
very impressive and it is certainly 
not adequate for game as large as 
deer. The little carbine cartridge 
is about on par with the .32-20 
which has never been considered 
very good for medium game. 


Question: Will the rifle shotgun 
slug harm my Winchester Model 
12 if I should decide to use it for 
a deer hunt next fall?.—F, T. M. 

Answer: You need have no fears 


harm whatsoever to any up-to-date 
shotgun in good condition. These 
rifle slugs are safe in your Model 
12 regardless of the choke, al- 
though I have found that they per- 
form best in modified choke. Do 
not use these slugs in any gun hav- 
ing Damascus, or twist barrels.— 

Question: I have recently ac- 
quired a German army rifle as a 
souvenir of World War II. Itisa 
bolt action similar to our Spring- 
field Army rifle, and has 1943 
stamped on top of ‘the receiver.

She is Mrs. Marjorie Spikes— 
social worker, Laborite, grand- 
mother and Britain’s first “attache 
for women’s affairs.” 

Based at the red brick British 
embassy in Washington, Mrs. 
Spikes is seldom to be found in 
her quiet, corner office. Try to 
trace her instead on a large Unit- 
ed States map dotted with red 
and blue thumbtacks—blue for 
past trips, red for future. 


To speak for and about its 
women, Britain has sent the 5l- 
year-old wife of a schoolmaster, 
mother of four children and 
grandmother of three. She’s the 
tailored type with trousled, short- 
cropped hair. 

But don’t let the domestic side 
fool you. Mrs. Spikes is no “typi- 
cal housewife.”

(3) American women’s groups | 
are more progressive and scien- 
tific in approach to their work 
than their counterparts in Eng- |

A pioneer in her job, Mrs. |

OMAHA BEACHHEAD. By His- 
torical Division ef the War De- 
partment. Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington 25, D. C. 
167 pp. with 16 maps, $1.50. 
Adolf Hitler arrived at a recep- 

tion in Salzburg for the new Hun- 

garian prime minister. With a ra- 
diant face, the Fuehrer announced: 

“It’s begun at last.” 

Elements of Maj. Gen. Clarence 
Huebner’s First Division and Maj. 
Gen. Charles Gerhardt’s 29th Di- 
vision, along with Rangers and 
other supporting forces, had land- 
ed on the Normandy coast. These 
units composed “O” force, thus 
“Omaha” keachhead. 

“Omaha Beachhead” is an ex- 
cellent work. It belongs on the 
shelf with Pyle and Mauldin. It 
is factual, thorough, and probably 
dull to those who are not interest- 
ed in how the war was fought. 

It is a far cry from the hokum 
turned out by too many war cor- 
respondents in books and newspa- 
pers. In “Omaha Beachhead” there 
is none of this frenzied, hopped- 
up style of writing.

“One of the six LCAs carrying 
Company A foundered about 1,000 
yards off shore, and passing Rang- 
ers saw men jumping overboard 
and being dragged down by their 
loads.”

This book gives some idea of 
the physical strain the soldiers un- 
derwent. “Too tired to run, the 
men took three or four minutes 
to get there (the base of a cliff 250 
yards away), and more casualties 
resulted _ from machineguns and 
mortars.”

man yesterday told the world what Ameri- 
ca wants and expects. 

It is not much in substance. 

It is a great deal, holding all that ordi- 
nary man wants of the future, in the in- 
tangible values of peace, work and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

It is a policy all Americans can follow. 

He frankly stated this nation had rec- 
ognized important interests of Great Brit- 
ain and Russia in the Orient. 

All this country expects in return, he 
said, is that they shall respect this coun- 
try’s interest in that same region. Our sole 
interest is peace and security. 

He said the United Nations have a right 
to insist that the sovereignty and integrity 
of the countries of the Near Middle East 
whére rivalries might conflict, must not 
be threatened by coercion or penetration. 
He was speaking of oil and the great power 
tug of war involved. 

The United Nations’ Security Council 
is “fully able” to settle disputes between 
nations, “however different their philoso- 
phies, traditions and interests,” if it re- 
spects the legitimate aspirations and needs 
of fellow members. 


This nation will expect all other nations 
to pursue the same peaceful objectives to’ 
which this nation is pledged. 

He concealed none of our peaceful ob- 
jectives. 

They include joining the sovereign re- 
publics of America in a common defense 
against attack. 

He asked for an extension of the draft 
for one year while a universal military 
service plan is worked out. 

He was never more right than when he 
said that our ability to carry out our obli- 
gations to world peace are at the very 
root of our foreign policy. 

We must be strong. One cannot lead 
strength out of weakness. 

We cannot proclaim our intent to com- 
bat aggression and oppression and scrap 
our military power. 

He reminded us that World War I be- 
gan in Serbia, the Treaty of Versailles 
was first broken in Manchuria and that 
World War II actually started in Poland. 

It was a sound, plain speech. It comes 
at a time of great national confusion. Hap- 
pily it comes immediately after the first 
triumph of the United Nations Security 
Council. 

Let us take this policy’and go ahead 
with it as a united people.

The Atlanta Constitution congratulates the 
cities and the people of the areas which 
will receive these vast benefits which will 
extend beyond the vision of people now 
living.

The Book of Ruth 


I have read the Book of Ruth, that gem of 
Old Testament romance, many times. In fact, it 
is one of my favorite pieces of literature. 

On a recent day it so happened a casual sort of conversation 
brought in the story of Ruth, of Naomi, her mother-in-law; of Boaz, 
her second husband. 

One of the younger persons present who, evidently, was not 
overly familiar with Ruth and her romance, expressed surprise 
when told that the oft-quoted affirmation of affection was ad- 
dressed by Ruth, not to any husband or husband-to-be, but to 
Naomi, her mother-in-law. ” 

It was, you know, after the death of Naomi’s son, who was 
Ruth’s husband, that the young widow said to Naomi: 

“Intreat me.not to leave thee, or to return from following after 
thee: for whither thou goest, I will go; and where thou lodgest, I 
will lodge; thy people shall be my people, and thy God my God.”

Is Wingate Merging 
Pressure Groups? 


With their eyes on an uncertain gubernatorial 
mpaign and the prospects of Negro voting, 


many Georgians are missing one of the most 
significant political developments in this State. The school teachers 
and the farmers are getting together. Georgia political platforms 
for years and years have promised aid to the schools and aid te 
the farms, and yet the income of the teachers and farmers today 
still are low. The teachers, through the Georgia Education Associa- 
tion, have developed into a powerful pressure group,.The farmers, 
through the Georgia Farm Bureau, have developed into a power 
ful pressure group. 

H. L. Wingate, of Pelham, President of the Georgia Farm 
Bureau, has just completed a speaking tour over the State in which 
he advocated raising teachers’ salaries 50 percent. He was carried 
on this tour by the Georgia Education Association, to address their 
district meetings. Wingate delivered the best speeches of any of 
the orators. 

Does this mean that the two pressure groups are getting to- 
gether? They could be a big influence over future Georgia Legis 
latures. Teachers and farmers have much in common, particularly | 
since the lowest paid teachers are those employed to instruct the 
farmers’ children. The two pressure groups already are turning 
loose both barrels on their friend, Gov. Arnall. who added three 
months’ pay to the annual salaries of teachers and spent quite a 
bit on farm markets. Gubernatorial and Legislative candidates this 
summer who are less friendly to teachers than Arnall can see what 


is facing them. 

: Some political observers thought Win- 
What of Wingate? gate might be thinking of offering hime 
self. for Governor or Commissioner of Agriculture, in view of talks 
he has made which follow the pattern of political platforms: In- 
crease services and decrease taxes. While Wingate today backs the 
teachers’ move for a 50 percent pay increase, his Farm Bureau is 
taking quite a lump out of State revenue through the exemption 
of farm gas taxes. While Wingate has supported ‘moves to improve 
farm-to-market roads, he has opposed State Revenue Commissioner 
M. E. Thompson's efforts to collect more taxes. Slashing the State's 
income on the one hand and demanding more State services on the 
other is a typical Georgia campaign platform. Not typical of Geor- 
gia politics, however, was Wingate’s suggestion that a sales tax 
be levied to bring in new money. 

Most observers do not believe Wingate has any personal political 
ambitions for this year. They think he is attempting to merge the 
teachers’ and farmers’ pressure groups and thereby become the most 
powerful influence outside the State government.

WASHINGTON, April 6—(4)— 
Britain backed the United States 
Saturday in a move to speed agree- 
ment on fina] peace treaties for 


five former Axis satellites—Italy, 
Finland, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Romania, 


In London, Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin indorsed Secretary of 
State Byrnes’ appeal for a Paris 
meeting of the Big Four’s Council 
of Foreign Ministers on April 25 
in an effort to erase differences on 
terms of the pacts. 


French Foreign Secretary Bi- 
dault was studying the proposal 
with indications that he, too, would . 
join in its approval. Russia, how- 
ever, remained temporarily silent. 

Byrnes’ move was aimed frank- 
ly at spading the ground for a 
21-nation meeting in Paris to act 
upon peace treaties. The meeting 
has been scheduled for May l. 

The Byrnes’ proposal highlight- 
ed a series of international de 
velopments following swiftly on 
the heels of settlement of the tense 
Soviet-Iran dispute in the United 
Nations Security Council. Among 
them:

Re your letter of March 30, we have 
discussed this with our Board members 
and they are all in agreement with the 
contents of your letter.

Author of ‘“‘Young Franklin Roosevelt”’ 


Hyde Park, now to become a 
shrine, has changed a lot 
since Roosevelt’s boyhood. 
Here’s how it used to look 


N NEXT Friday, April 12, it will be just one year since 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt died and was ,brought 
home to Hyde Park, to the hemlock-hedged rose garden of 
the home where he was born 64 years ago. On April 12, the 
home and its garden will be opened to the public. 

But the house these people will see bears little resemblance 
to the one in which Franklin Roosevelt was born. That home 
is almost invisible within the walls of the house that was 
built around it in 1915. 

So far as I know, this photograph of the old home is 
shown here for the first time. I found it in searching for 
authentic background for my book about the President. 

In 1867, shortly after their home along the river burned 
down, James Roosevelt, the President’s father, bought the 
property on which the house stands. Built in 1826, it was a 
two-story frame house painted a pale green with red trim- 
mings. A vine-covered veranda ran along three sides. Except. 
for a few changes made in 1882 and the later addition of an 
office, it remained unchanged throughout his lifetime. 


The New Hides the Old 


Wuen Franklin was born, it had on the ground floor, in 
addition to the kitchen wing, a drawing room and a dining 
room to the west. This is the only part whose outlines can 
still be discerned today. On the east was the “south parlor,” 
the front part of the drawing room, and an entrance hall. 

Across the south end of the second floor and adjoining a 
tower which was to be Franklin’s nursery and schoolroom, 
was the James Roosevelt bedroom where the President was 
born. Beyond this was the bedroom he used as a boy. 

But American homes have a comfortable habit of 
growing and altering with the changing needs of the 
families who live in them. In 1915 Franklin and his mother 
decided the house was inadequate. James Roosevelt had died 
15 years before and Franklin had a wife and four children. 
Mother and son spent long evenings in the old “south parlor,” 
Franklin drawing-up plans as they talked. 

Consequently a third story with nurseries and a playroom 
was added. Beyond the old tower room on the south a stone 
wing was extended. On the second floor there were bedrooms 
for the elder Roosevelts. The kitchen wing on the north was 
extended forward to give a matching wing at that end. All 
of the old part of the house was covered with stucco. 

On Friday the famous Roosevelt house will take its place 
among our national shrines.

Holiday In The Clouds

MERICA’S biggest vacation season 
A in five years is coming fast. 
And if you're looking around for 
something new and exciting, here's 
some advice: Talk to the Rowlands 
and the Lawsons. 

These two Bronxville, N. Y., 
families — Cliff and May Rowland 
have two youngsters and John and 
Marion Lawson one — spent their 
two-week vacation last year learning: 
to fly. Inside of those two weeks all 
four adults were soloing. And they 
had a fine time doing it. “Best darn 
vacation we ever had,” is the way 
Cliff Rowland put it. 

The Rowlands and Lawsons are 
nice, average people in their early 
thirties. They didn’t know a thing 
about flying, had never even been in 
the air before. 


Lawson’s Brain Child 


Ir att started when John Lawson 
went on a business trip. One after- 
noon he finished up in Pittsburgh, 
got on an eastbound train and arrived 
in Lock Haven, Pa., 13 hours later. 
While he was talking to a business 
executive, the phone rang. It was a 
salesman who had left Youngstown, 
Ohio (even farther west than Pitts- 
burgh), only two hours ago by plane. 
He was in Lock Haven, too. 

John scratched his. head. There 
must be a lot to flying. That after- 
noon he visited a friend who was 
working at a Lock Haven flying 
school. And that gave John 
something more to think about. 

The Lawsons and Rowlands had 
been planning to spend their vaca- 
tions together, but hadn't been able 
to hit on a plan that suited every- 
body. This might be it. 

Back in New York, Lawson went 
to work. And in no time at all he had 
talked the others into spending most 
of their vacation in the air. 

Then he called his friend at the 
flying school, and a month later four 
grownups and three children piled 
into the Rowlands’ car. 

They started off in the usual hilari- 
ous American fashion, but the closer 


they got to Lock Haven the more 
subdued the party became. They 
drove up to the hotel in silence, each 
adult thinking how nice it was back 
in New York. 

They were due at the airport at 10 
the next morning — so they arrived 


at 9:30. Things moved fast then. The 


instructor shook hands all around, 
said, ““Who’s first?’’ 

Finally May Rowland said, 
““Maybe I'd better go first. These 
children are wearing me out.’’ 


First Step 


So sHE and Instructor John Smith 
walked over to the little cub plane. 
Smith pointed out the various con- 
trols and instruments, explained how 
they worked. That's the first step, 


getting on speaking terms with your 
f/f 


plane. A few minutes later 
May and Smith climbed in, 
fastened their safety belts. 
A mechanic spun the prop, 
they taxied to the runway 
— and were off. 

“Gosh,”’ muttered Cliff. 


“There goes May.’’ He ~¥ 
looked as though he never ‘al 


expected to see his wife 
again. But she was back in half an 
hour, said one word: “‘Wonderful"’ 

Marion was next. “‘We all thought 
we were just going up for a ride the 
first day,”’ she explained later. “‘But 
all of a sudden the instructor let go 
of the stick and told me to take over. 
I don’t know yet how we got back.”’ 

John’s first-day experience was 
typical of most beginners. ‘“‘Not 
nervous, are you?”’ Smith asked after 
about five minutes in the air. 

“Nope,”’ John said, with his fin- 
gers crossed. 

“Okay,”’ Smith said, “hold the 
stick lightly, put your feet on the 
rudder pedals and follow through 
with me. We're going to make a 
ninety-degree turn with a thirty- 
degree bank.”’ 

John felt the stick move to the 
right and a slight movement on the 
nght rudder pedal. The turn was 
made. 

“Now you try it,”’ Smith said. 
“Press your stick slightly to the right 
and at the same time press your 
right rudder pedal. Not much, just 
a little. Okay, go ahead!" 

John tned to follow instructions. 


Instantly the plane banked to the 
right and the nose turned to the right. 

‘To stop the turn,’ Smith said, 
“apply left pressure on your stick 
and left pressure on your rudder 
pedal.”” John did, and the plane 
righted itself. 

“Try it again,”’’ Smith said. “‘This 
time to the left.” 

John was amazed. It was easy. He 
was feeling pretty cocky about the 
whole business of flying. He could 
make a plane turn right or left and 
make it fly straight and level — all 
in the first half hour. 

Smith took him down a peg. 
‘“‘Head between those two smoke- 
stacks over there,”’ he said casually. 
John couldn't see any smokestacks, 
thought he was being kidded. Smith 


explained that it’s always tough for 


students to recognize land- 
marks at first. 

“But you'll catch on,’ 
he said. In fact, John dis- 
covered, learning to fly is 
just a series of *‘catch- 
ings-on.”’ At first it seems 
easy, then difficult. You 
think you'll never learn. 
Suddenly you “catch on.”’ 

That wound up the first lesson, so 
the “‘flyers’’ spent the rest of the day 
making sure that the younger gen- 
eration was enjoying its vacation, 
too. 

Mostly the parents divided their 
time with the children. Cliff and 
May, for example, would take over 
while John and Marion were going 
through their paces at the airport. 
Each lesson took a little under an 
hour. Occasionally they'd get a girl 
in to watch the children, for they all 
wanted to get in as much flying time 
as possible. 


Kids Had Fun, Too 


Tue kids did all right for them- 
selves. Eleven-year-old Jon Lawson 
helped push the little planes out 
of the hangar, played tennis and 
went swimming. Michael and John 
Rowland — they were seven and two 
— got a bigger kick out of going 
swimming and working out in the 
playground which was close to their 
hotel. 

Much of the fun of the whole 
expedition was crowded into the eve- 
nings when the four grownups would 
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Polly paid attention to 
HolmesaEdwards because 
it’s Sterling Inlaid with two 
blocks of sterling silver 
at the backs of bowls and 
handles of the most used 
spoons and forks. 
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sit around discussing their various 
reactions to flying. One evening 
they laughed so much they got a 
warning from the night clerk. That 
was when Cliff told how their in- 
structor, apparently exasperated 
beyond endurance, repeatedly 
banged his fist on the metal cowl- 
ing, all the while bellowing: ‘‘Get 
the nose down! Get the nose down!’’ 
Later, in desperation, he dropped 
his head in his hands, as if the strain 
of trying to teach such imbeciles 
was too much for any man. 

The second day’s instruction is 
usually just more of the first, but 
in this case a steady rain inter- 
rupted the schedule. The Rowland- 
Lawson combine looked out the 
window, and thought they'd have 
the day off. 

But they were wrong again, and 
Curt Wetzel, their instructor after 
the first day, put them through a 
tough session of steering practice 
along the runway. They found it 
was a good trick. 

“Of course, you do it with your 
feet,’ John said. “‘And it's a lot 
harder than it looks. Some different 
from steering a car!” 

The sun came out again on the 
third day, and they did gliding, 
climbing and tight turns. **They 
give you an entirely new sensa- 
tion,’”’ Marion said. **Princi- 
pally in your stomach.”’ 

That day, too, they saw a girl 
with infantile paralysis learning to 
fly, as well as a grandmother. One 
of John’s earlier fears had been 
that he wouldn't be able to qualify 
because he was color blind. He 
found out that if you're “‘warm to 
the touch’’ you can fly. 

They were learning something new 
on each flight. Wearing parachutes 
for the first time, they did stalls 
and spins at 3,000 feet. To go into 
a spin, you have to stall — which 
means reducing air speed until the 
nose of the ship drops — and then 
turn hard to the right or left. 


“You’re a Pilot’’ 


On tue sixth day, Cliff taxied in 
as usual. But his instructor hopped 
out and waved him away. That’s 
how much warning you get when 
you're going to solo. Here’s how 
Cliff described it: 

“You begin a very slow taxi up 
to the end of the runway. You're 
excited, anxious — but with a feel- 
ing of elation you haven't had 
since you were a kid. Then you're 
off, up — making the first turn, the 
second. Boy, what a sensation to 
be up there by yourself! Before you 
know it, you’re cutting the motor, 
you're gliding down, it’s suddenly 
very quiet. Two more turns, then 
the runway again. You're pulling

the air again and again. 


back on the stick — back, back, 
you're on the ground! You've done 
it. By gosh, you’re a pilot. It’s 
really something.”’ 

As he stepped from the plane, the 
others rushed him. “‘How did it go? 
What was it like?’’ they yelled at 


‘him. Cliff was speechless at first — 


then suddenly he started to talk 
and they coukdin’t shut him up. 

The solo ritual was next. They 
pulled his shirt out, cut off the tail 
and hung it up in the hangar. This 
goes for everybody when he first 
solos. And the girls were not 
exempt. May lost the lower part of 
a good sweater that way — but she 
didn’t mind. 

In a few more days they had all 
soloed. Then they were hit with 
the overpowering urge to get up i 


$400 a Family 


Tue Rowlands and Lawsons claim 
it was the world’s champion vaca- 
tion. Now, back in Bronxville, 
they're still at it. They go to local 
airports where they add to their 
time in the air. In addition Marion 
has organized a branch of the Girl 
Scouts into what is known as Wing 
Scouts. Between the ages of 14 and 
17, they’re learning from Marion 
all about planes and flying. 

What. did the flying vacation 
cost? Each family spent about 
$400 — that takes in everything 
from flying instruction to hotel 
bills. An average vacation, they 
say, would have cost almost as 
much — and they're convinced it 
wouldn't have been half as much 
fun. 

But although the Lawsons and 
Rowlands are enthusiastic about 
their own experience, they're quick 
to add a word of caution. 

“‘Maybe we were lucky in some 
ways,’ John said. “Aside from the 
second day, we got a good break 


‘from the weather. Then too, we 


had top-flight instructors. 

“Of course, there’s nothing you 
can do about the weather, but you 
can make sure that you have a 
competent flying instructor, All 
you have to do is check his CAA 
certificate. All government-ap- 
proved schools and instructors 
are registered with the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration. 

“It’s just barely possible, too 
that some people might not get the 
thrill out of flying that we did. In 
that case they might not catch 
onto it quite so easily.” 

The Rowlands and Lawsons are 
going back to Lock Haven again 
this summer. They might even 
ferry planes to other air fields. 

“It’s great,”” says John. ““Now 
we'll be flying for free."” The End

What happens to our veterans 
concerns everyone in America. 
Here is a look ahead by the 
man who is closest to them 


ACK-YARD troubles quickly become na- 
B tional problems when you multiply them 
by the needs of 15,000,000 veterans. 

With that many men coming home to a 
nation busy in the tasks of reconversion, we

must alert ourselves to their needs and help 
to meet them. If we neglect their wants, we 
shall have to take the consequences. 

When I say ‘‘we’’ I don’t mean only the 
Veterans Administration and the agencies in 
Washington. I’m speaking first of the partner- 
ship of the government and the people of these 
United States. 

This job of human reconversion during a 
period of demobilization isn’t one we can fold 
into an envelope with our income tax returns 
and conveniently hope to forget. It’s far too 


big for the government to do alone, and much 
too close to home. Big because it directly 
affects a tenth of our population and the 
national future of our lifetime.-Close to home 
because the problems of veterans wait on the 
Main Streets where they live. 

Because there are so many of them, I’m 
afraid that we sometimes fool ourselves with 
figures in talking about these veterans. It’s 
easy to look over the head of the fellow next 
door with the button in his lapel and talk 
instead in cosmic terms of his 15,000,000 bud-

dies. Fifteen million men make it a national 
problem. And national problems, we're in- 
clined to believe, are Washington’s worries. 
Where, then, do you come in, if you run a 
drugstore in Iowa? 
Perhaps all of us might try a little division 


in the place of multiplication by 15,000,000. 


Take the total of all our veterans’ problems 
and divide them by the communities in which 
these veterans live. 

Some can be solved by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration —- as far as we go under the law — or 
by other federal, state and local agencies with 
pay rolls equipped to do the job. But many are 
beyond the governmental reach — their solu- 
tions cannot be legislated for you. 

These are problems that exist among vet- 
erans you know well, often within a stone's 
throw of your oWn back yard. 


You Can Help Veterans 


Wiruin the Veterans Administration we will 
continue to build hospitals, provide doctors, 
pay pensions, handle veteragjs’ insurance, help 
them through college, certify them for loans 
and steer them through training. But all that 
is only part of the job. 

The rest of it belongs to you. Little can 
be done even by law about the plight of 
the homeless and jobless veteran unless 
you are willing to do it. Unless the veteran 
can turn to his friends and neighbors for the 
advice and material assistance he needs on an 
accumulation of personal problems; he will 
stumble about making mistakes and growing 
angry. Some communities have anticipated 
this by calling on local resources to give the 
veteran a lift. Others have hidden their heads 
in the sand — risking the veteran's boot. 

These men are caught in a trying moment 
of history and in a trying time of their lives. 
They're not asking for anything more than 
the chance to pick up their civilian careers 
again. They don’t want handouts and bread 
lines. They want to join you in building this 
postwar world they fought so hard to save. 


Readjust Civilians and Community 


Because I’m Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, there are some who think I should talk 
more often to veterans and perhaps less to 
these people they left behind. But the biggest 
trouble with this business of readjusting the 
veteran is that the civilian and the community 
often need readjustment more than the men 
who are returning. These men learned the 
value of peacetime opportunity — many 
of them by shivering through the winter 
in a frozen foxhole. They are not likely to 
squander it. They want to make good. 

But we must stop thinking of them as 
statistics. They’re men — individuals, each 
with hopes and ambitions as well as their 
personal troubles. For all of us there are no 
patent solutions, no easy ways out. Unless we 
can tear the statistics aside and look at these 
men as the alert, vibrant and ambitious 
humans that they are, we shall lose ourselves 
in depressive figures and forget that human 
reconversion is a lot more touchy — and 
important — than even the replacement of 
machines on production lines. 

These are the men that risked the most to 
win the war. They are too deserving, too 
promising and certainly too numerous to be 
overlooked now.

li It's Tough...

Treat the meat to a 
marinade. The result 


is a palate surprise 


REAT them to a marinade and 
» heeves tough cuts of meat come 
to the table deliciously tender. 

They come offering new flavors, 
new palate surprises. A choice cut 
given the marinade treatment — 
well, try it sometime — then deal 
out your own adjectives. 

The marinating idea came to us 
from abroad. There, every country 
has its own special ways of con- 
verting tough meats into mouth- 
melting results. 

A minute please, what is this 
magic elixir called a marinade? A 
seasoned liquid of acid base, to 
be poured over meat, then the 
meat left to soak from 12 to 24 
hours before the cooking process. 
The acid works the tenderizing 
effect, it gives of its flavor along 
with those of the seasoners. 


Buttermilk for Lamb 


Vinecar is the standard mari- 
nade here, this diluted with water, 
then seasoned to taste. But tomato 
juice and ketchup can tenderize 
too, also the juice of grapefruit and 
lemon, which provide the most 
exquisite of sauces for delicate 
meats. Ditto for juice of pineapple. 

Buttermilk can coax a leg of 
lamb into a milk-fed succulence. 
Some marinades, grape juice, for 
example, tend to change the color 
of raw meat but this doesn’t effect 
the color of the cooked roast. 

Two cups of liquid will cover 
three pounds of meat if it is placed 
in a small enough bowl to avoid 
excess space. Fit the meat in, pour 
the marinade over, just enough to 
cover and into the refrigerator. 

After the soaking, remove meat 
and proceed with its preparation 
in the usual manner. If it’s a pot 
roast, then pour the marinade over, 
cover closely and simmer at low 
heat for three hours or until tender. 
Thicken sauce for the gravy. 

Odd, but excellent for beef is 
this marinade boasting the fla- 
vor combination usually as- 
sociated with the baking of 
ham: Take two cups of cider, add 
three whole cloves, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cinnamon and one-eighth 
teaspoon ginger. 

Heré’s how for a pot roast 
superior: Take one cup ketchup, 
one cup tomato juice, one-half cup 
sweet pickled onions, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, pepper to taste, a pinch 
of thyme. Place meat in marinade 


and let stand covered in refrigerator 
for 24 hours. 

Peel and slice six onions and 
sauté in three tablespoons fat. 
Remove meat from marinade, sear, 
removing onions from pan. Add 
one-half cup hot water and cook 
covered over low heat two hours, 
add onions and marinade. 

Mix one tablespoon flour to 
paste with cold water and add to 
sauce. Cook 20 minutes longer, 
basting meat four times. 

More meats than pot roast profit 
by introduction to the marinade. 
Normandy has a familiar homely 
dish, a half way between a stew 
and a pot roast with cider starring 
as the tenderizer. 

Take one pint cider, add eight 
peppercorns, two bay leaves, a 
pinch of celery seed, one clove 
garlic, finely chopped, a dried red 
pepper, minced — seeds discarded. 


Sauce Secret 


Cover two pounds of lean beef 
cut imto one-inch cubes, with 
marinade and allow to stand 24 
hours. Drain, brown meat in cook- 
ing oil. Add two chopped small 
onions and three leeks, cook stir- 
ring constantly until golden. Add 
the marinade and half a cup of 
sliced ripe olives. Let the beef 
simmer covered until tender. 

If the sauce cooks away, add a 
little hot water but only a little. 
Remember — “scanty sauce, good 
sauce.”’ Thicken with a paste made 
of one tablespoon flour and two 
tablespoons water. 

Those lamb cubes to he 
broiled a la skewer for the Rus- 
sian dish **Shashlik’’ should be 
marinated first for tender cat- 
ing. Combine one-half cup water 
with one-half cup lemon juice, add 
one-half medium-sized chopped 
onion, one-half teaspoon finely cut 
fresh dill, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Pour over one and one-half 
pounds lamb cubes and marinate 
12 hours or longer. Drain cubes, 
brush with oil, thread on three 
skewers alternating with quarters 
of tomatoes. Broil, turning skewers 
to brown on all sides, season before 
serving. 


Golden Juice 


Ducx for dinner is improved in 
flavor by a last swim in juice of 
golden pineapple. Have a six-pound 
duck cut as for frying. Wipe the 
pieces with a damp cloth. Rub 
with one teaspoon salt and one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, place in a 
bowl with two cups of the juice, 
two large onions, chopped, one 
tablespoon finely cut parsley, one- 
half teaspoon thyme, one bay leaf 
broken, one-fourth teaspoon all- 
spice and allow to stand eight 
hours. 

Brown well on both sides in two 
tablespoons of fat;.add marinade. 
Cover and simmer for one hour or 
until meat is tender. Slightly 
thicken gravy with flour; add one 
cup diced pineapple, either the 
canned or the fresh — serve with 
the fruit-sweet duck.

HERE is abroad in the land at the 

moment an idea that you can have a 
mighty fine time, cut your bills in half and 
keep in the best of health, all by moving out 
to a little place in the country. 

Your own vegetables — that’s what it 
says in the articles —- golden butter — see, 
just like the picture — all the fried chicken 
you can eat —- how do I look in overalls, kid? 

Before you dial any more real estate 
agents, listen to an old settler who has tried 
it for 11 years, survived three blizzards, two 
droughts, a near foreclosure, locusts, severe 
infestations of summer visitors and the corn- 
borer, and is, therefore, qualified to speak. 

With one exception these promised joys 
of country living are quite possible. You 
may raise turnips and salsify and kale, al- 
though I wouldn’t know what for; you may 
pick an apple off your own tree if you don’t 
mind paying the same amount a store would 
charge to pick one off its counter. 

But you'll never be the fellow who raises 
his own meat — the fellow who sticks his 
thumbs in the armholes of his vest and says, 
“‘Well, what'll it be for dinner, folks? Crown 
roast? Leg of lamb? Porterhouse steak? 
Veal? All raised on the place. Didn't cost 
me a cent.” 


I KNow, because we tried it, and look what 
happened to us. 

George and I moved on the farm in the 
summer. Before we were even unpacked, our 
friend Mischa sent.us a letter saying he had 
bought us a present, a Poland China pig, 
and she was coming by train. “Her name,” 
he wrote, “is Belushka, which means in 
Russian, Dear Little White One, and her 
pedigree is six generations longer than the 
Grand Duke’s.

George met Belushka and brought her 
home, settled her in the barn and offered her 
corn.

While we were tapering Belushka off to 
our simpler cuisine, Marian, a friend of ours 
who was seven years old then, came by and 
immediately went down to visit the pen.

So thereafter it was understood among 
our friends that Belushka spoke French. 

And when one of our acquaintances, a 
professional card by trade, went traveling 
he sent home postals addressed to “Mile. 
Belushka Pigg,”’ showing the Eiffel Tower 
and Versailles. At Christmas he mailed 
a gift can of truffles and a pin-up of 
Charles Boyer for the pen wall. 

All this was irés gas indeed, but it did not 
hasten the moment when we must plunge 
the knife into Belushka’s throat and before

Twenty-one days later (as the 
“Rural New Yorker”’ said it would happen) 
out came the yellow chicks and the speckled 
hen walked them around the yard with all 
the importance of a young matron pushing 
a new pram in the park. 

But the hen, thank heavens, still didn’t 
have any personality for either of us and I 
planned to have her roasted and stuffed with 
chestnut dressing on Thanksgiving. 

Planned it, that is, until early one morning 
when a hawk swooped at the speckled hen’s 
head. She fluttered and pecked to beat him 
off and I ran out to help. 

I happened to have the bottom of the drip 
coffee pot in my hand, and I hit the hawk 
broadside with it and knocked him on the 
ground for a second before he flew off. 

I counted the chicks. All there. I smoothed 
the hen’s feathers, picked up my coffee pot 
and went inside to figure out what I'd serve 
on Thanksgiving. For I knew we'd never 
in this world eat the speckled hen. Never! 
Not after she and I had fought a bird of 
prey side by side. 


WELL, next we went into the egg business. 
A safe venture. Even the most squeamish 
can slaughter an egg for an omelet. We 
bought 50 laying chickens and everything 
was fine for six or seven weeks. Then we 
noticed the eggs were dropping from the 
accustomed 35 to 40 every day down to 25, 
to 20, to 12. 

Something, a weasel or a fox or a skunk, 
was eating them, of course. So George lay 
in ambush in the high meadow grass and 
watched the pen. Toward noon he saw our 
dog, Murka, skirt along the fence, take a 
look left and right to see if anyone was 
around, lope across the yard and push the 
door open with her nose. 

George waited. In a minute she came out 
with an egg in her mouth and trotted off. 
George shadowed her back to the kennel 
where she had a family of puppies. 


She chose a clean flagstone, gave the pup- 
pies an inaudible high sign and then dropped 
the egg to break it open. It disappeared, 
shell and all, down six puppy throats while 
Murka stood back and, if a dog can do it, 
smiled all over her face. 

George and I talked over how we could 
increase Murka’s diet and give the puppies 
egg powder, a way to make the coop door 
smaller, but we knew, ultimately, there 
would have to be a choice — Murka or 
The Eggs.
